Oreo* 
care and skill were necessary, far tiia 
animal-was very much exhausted, but 
the doctor knew just wh*i to do and 
how to do it.

Then he 
smelled of the bandage and rolled about 
a bit, finally curling up and gotngto 
sleep as if perfectly satisfied.

seemed to know that what bad been 
done was for the best, and ha looked 
through the bars at the doctor with a 
grateful expression on his face. 
In six 


weeks from now he will be as lively and 
aa interesting as ever, and will scarcely 
miss his loet member. The doctor cer- 
tainly performed an extremely delicate 
operation, and one which had never 
been done in this country. It must cer- 
tainly be a satisfaction to the Jovera of 
animals to know that dumb creatures 
can be as safely operated upon as hu- 
man beings.—Boston Seraid.

Many of you know about optical Illu- 


sions, and the carious mistakes which 
the eye sometimes makes concerning an 
object (it which it ia looking; but few of 
os know how frequently we ourselves 
are the victims of optical illusions of 
one sort or another. The fact is, we 
see nearly as much with our experience 
as we see with our eyes. Wo know of 
an object to bo of a certain form in one 
position, and of a certain color in one 
fight; and wo are too apt to fancy that 
we see It of that form and color in all 
positions and lights, regardless of the 
fact that, seen from another stand-point, 
the contour of it may appear entirely 
different, and that a different light m»y 
totally change the color of it. We all 
know that the actual color of dean 
boots is black, and a beginner in paint- 
ing almost always paints them perfectly 
black, whereas the direct rays of the 
sun or of an artificial light may make 
them appear nearly white in parts; 
while if they be placed near some bright 
substance, such aa a piece of orange- 
peel, or crimson scarf, they will reflect 
tho color of that object, and so become 
orange or rod in parts, and an expert 
painter would so represent them. Wo 
hear people speak of "tho -white of the 
evo," and beginners with the brush 
often give a very ghastly expression to 
their attempts at portraiture by paint- 
ing tho white of the eye pure white; 
wnereas, owing to tho projection of the 
brows, tho lids, and the lashes, it ia 
often thrown into deep shade, and may 
be even daiker than some of the flesh 
tints. Now, if their eyes were trained 
like those of a skilled artist, they wmild 
know the true color of all objects they 
'beheld. But this is the very hardest 
.thing an artist has to learn, namely, to 
know really TV hat he does see. 
In coloring, almost everything do- 


ipencls upon the nature of the light. A 
'white handkerchief is black in a dark 
room. 
• 
An excellent aid to the study of color 


is to takeawliito card, and with_your 
paints'try to match it on some tint in 
lany oil-pain ting, chrome, or even, col- 
'ored fabric which you may have. Then 
'cut a small hole in tho card adjoining 
your tint, and plare the card over the 
tint you have copied, so that you can see 
it through tho hole, side by side with 
your attempt. 
Then you will sec at 


once how nearly you have matched the 
tint.— Frank Bellew, in St. Nicholas.

The Louisiana Massacre. 


The more that is learned of the 


massacre of white and colored Be- 
publicans 
at 
Loreauville, 
in 


Louisiana, last Saturday, the more 
horrible it appears. It is ^ow set- 
tled "that it was not an accidental 
skirmish, such as is liable to occur 
in excited political times, but that 
the attack was deliberately planned 
by the ruffians who perpetrated it, 
and that they went to the scene arm- 
ed and filled with murderous whisky 
for the purpose. Over a thousand 
shots were fired by the assassins into 
the peaceable negro crowd assembled 
to hear a political speech. The at- 
tacking party was but a small one, 
not numbering over fifteen, while the 
killed are double that cumber, and 
the wounded have not been counted. 
As the multitude scattered to save 
themselves, the Kuklux fired at every 
negro in sight. Many Eepublicans 
who escaped had bullet holes through 
all parts of their clothing. 


The State militia arrived on the 


ground after the massacre was over, 
and arrested all the leading Republi- 
cans who had escaped the fire of 
their assailants, and they were placed 
in jail, to be kept there till after the 
election.

The 
cutting of the club, despite the cir- 
cumstances, was in itself innocent, 
though, by accident, it led to the 
murderer's arrest.

have caused a belief in Sullivan's 
guilt had the murder been committed 
by another, and, had the latter re- 
mained unknown, would have cer- 
tainly hanged him.
